Getting safety business. 

In the Act... Seems like almost everybody in Washington these days 
thinks responsibility for the nation's highway system 
rests squarely on his shoulders. 








The Secretary of Commerce, claiming that it is his 
department's responsibility to promote and maintain safe 
conditions of highways and bridges for public use, has 
intervened in ICC proceedings. Sawyer is against grant- 
ing permanent authority to motor carriers to transport 
explosives. He wants only temporary permits issued. But, 
Sawyer says, he is interested only in such explosives as 
are in a "dangerous condition." 


Sawyer Will Study The Commerce Secretary also wants to study accidents. 


Accidents . . . As general chairman of the President's Highway 
Safety Conference, Sawyer is pushing his interest in high- 
ways even further. 





The Secretary of Commerce is set to establish an 
advisory committee to examine the nation's highway acci- 
dent rate and to recommend measures for reducing it. 


Big hitch is this: If Sawyer is taking over respon- 
sibility for highway safety, where does that leave the 
ICC?

Walsh-Healy Act More government requirements! 


Being Extended The Walsh-Healy Public Contracts Act is scheduled 
to be extended to sub-contractors as of July l.

ETS HAVE ACTION on PAR (Project-—Adequate 

Roads). That was the major conclusion of the 500 

J representatives ol highway users after the three 

day meeting of the Fourth Highway Transportation 

Congress, sponsored by the National Highway L sers 
Conference early last month in Washington, D. C. 

PAR is the national program designed to get “ade 
quate roads for a stronger America” and is backed by 40 
of the nation’s largest natidnal groups who are directly 
or indirectly interested in highway transportation. 

During the Congress. the PAR national committee met

WITH THE Alp OF central checking and only three fork- 
lift trucks, a carefully coordinated system of unit load- 
ing at Central Freight Lines’ Ft. Worth terminal has cut 
transfer time and damage claims. Tiering by fork lift has 
also reduced by 40 per cent the amount of space required 
tor transit storage. 

{ million pounds of diversified cargo is the daily av 
erage received for trans-shipment at this terminal. 
Most of it is less than truckload. and it includes almost 


anything from heavy machinery to fragile bakery goods. 


Saves Two Hours Daily « About 95 per cent of this 
freight is now handled in unit pallet loads by fork lift 
truck—reducing by two hours the time required to re- 
ceive, classify and redistribute the volume of freight 
handled in one day. This transfer job previously re- 
quired twelve hours. Now it takes only ten. 

One example showing how unit loading has mini 
mized piece-by-piece handling is coffee, a commodity 
which passes through the terminal in relatively large 
volume. The number of cartons handled at one time has 
been increased from eight to thirty, and the number of

individual handlings per carton has been reduced from 
four to two. 

Before. unpalletized. coffee was carried eight cartons 
at a time by hand truck—from incoming truck to transit 
storage and again from transit storage to point of stow 
age in outgoing trailer-truck. 

Now, thirty cartons to the pallet. the coffee is moved 
from inside the delivering truck to transit storage by 
fork-lift truck and finally delivered to point of stowage 
in the same unit load. Two manual handlings have been 
completely eliminated. 

To encourage unit-load shipping, Central Freight sup- 
plies pallets to regular shippers who have an interchange 
of material between installations. For automotive en- 
gines, for instance, pallet crates have been designed with 
standard motor truck widths in mind, so that optimum 
use can be made of shipping space. 

The engines are shipped as unit loads through the 
transfer terminal at Ft. Worth to final destination. In 
coming and outgoing volume of this merchandise re 
mains relatively constant. so there is no build-up of pal- 
lets at some terminals and shortages at others. 
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MULTI-CARGO of small packages is shipped as a unit. 
Canvas hamper is placed on a pallet for transfer. 


Unit Loading 


Cuts Damage Claims ¢ Bakery products. including 
easily-damaged layer cakes and pastry are packed in re- 


usable cartons, wirebound in unit pallet loads at the bak- 
ery. These are loaded into pick-up by hand-pallet truck 
and transferred at Ft. Worth to outgoing trailer by fork- 
lift. They reach destination as a unit load. Empty cake 
cartons from previous shipments are knocked down and 
trapped to pallets for delivery to the bakery on return 
trips. 

Before this system was worked out bakery products 
were tied in bundles of three cartons each and handled 
manually. Three to five handlings were required between 
shipping point and destination, depending on whether 
packages had to be set down in transit storage. This is 
just one instance where reduced damage claims have 
more than offset original cost of the pallets used in unit 


loading. 


Saves Space e A large part of the freight handled here 
is LTL and consists of individual packages in a wide va- 
riety of sizes and shapes. Pallet loads thus formed are 
not generally well adapted to good stowage for shipment 
in motor trucks and they are usually removed from pal 
lets and loaded by hand. But during storage these odd- 
sized cartons can be palletized to good advantage, and 
tiering during the storage interval saves space. Company 
officials estimate that without tiering of this and other 
cargo. the size of the Ft.

Some operated full 


time for a single carrier: some took 


1948. long-term contracts with particular 


carriers, and made occasional trips on 
their own. Others went on their own altogether; these 
were the “gypsies” who spent their time drifting here and 
there around the country—hauling whatever they could 


find to haul. for whoever could pay the most money. 


Is the Owner-Operator an Employee? 


With the growth of the “gypsy” operators, so-called 
“transportation brokers” began to appear throughout 
the country. furnishing contact points between shippers 
and independent owner-operators Some operated ona 
sound, businesslike basis: others were cut-rate artists 
who offered trucking service at prices below the common 
carrier scale—-then looked around for hungry owner 
operators who would haul at cut-rate prices. 

Both the brokers and the nomadic owner-operators 
were a headache to the Congress in drafting the regu- 


latory law. No similar problem has been encoun- 
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tered or treated in the Act regulating rail carriers. 
Congress finally authorized the Commission to regulate 
brokers, and to prohibit licensed brokers from arranging 
for service by carriers who do not hold certificates or 
permits from the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
There was no specific legislative reference to the owner- 
operator, although the general statement of the Act (in 
Section 202) said that it “applied to the procurement 
of and the provision of facilities” for transportation. 
The Motor Carrier Act provided for the issuance of 
so-called “grandfather” certificates or permits to motor 
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carriers who were in bona fide operations on June 1, 
1935. Many brokers and thousands of owner-operators 
applied for either certificates as common carriers o1 
permits as contract carriers under this provision of the 
law. The Congressional headache then became a 
Commission headache. 

Just where did the independent owner-operator fit into 
the regulatory picture: He wasn't a broker, but it wasn’t 
clear whether he was entitled to a certificate as a common 
carrier, or to a permit as a contract carrier. Some of the 
one-truck men who had operated with some degree of 
regularity in the same territory, and who had sold their 
services direct to shippers, were classified as common ot 
contract carriers and accordingly received operating au- 
thority. But most of these fellows had worked principally 
for established carriers. They had little or no direct con- 
tact with shippers; and they had neither records nor evi- 
dence to show that they had held out their services to the 
public generally, or to a particular shipper. 

So the question presented for determination by the 
Commission was this: Is the owner-operator a carrier of 
some type, or is he simply an employee or contractor 
over whom the Commission had no direct control. One 
school of thought held that the owner-operator should be 
regarded as a contract carrier, and should also be given 
a permit under which he would be limited to service for 
established and authorized carriers. But this possible an- 
swer was discarded in favor of the theory that no one 
operation could support the issuances of two operating 
authorities, particularly of different types. 

So the final holding was that the employing operator 
who contacted the shipper, arranged for terminal service, 


and simply hired the services of the owner operator 
was to be regarded as the common carrier and the only 
person entitled to a certificate for operation. This deci- 
sion eliminated any direct contact between the Commis- 
sion and the owner-operators, and clearly contemplated 
that the carriers with operating authority would exercise 
the same supervision over owner-operators as over their 
own employees. 

However, no clearly defined rules were issued 
to govern the relations between carriers and their 
owner-operators, Some of the nomadic operators con- 
tinued to run just about as they had before regulation 
and some of the less responsible carriers aided and abet- 
ted them. 

The Commission very shortly began receiving com- 
plaints that so-called “gypsies” were running wild, vio- 
lating both the law and the Commission’s regulations. 
Also that some carriers were, in effect, leasing each oth- 
erv's rights for through service, by running beyond their 
own authorized territory, under leasing arrangements 
with some other carrier. The Commission began an in- 
vestigation in 1940, but this was suspended when war- 
time pressures on transportation became a paramount 
consideration. 

Laxity of enforcement during the war years, and court 
interpretations which almost completely de-regulated the 
handling of agricultural commodities, brought a great 
many additional independent owner-operators into the 
field. Complaints became more numerous, and the Com- 
mission reopened its investigation. A special committee 
of the American Trucking Associations, Inc., was set up 


to make recommendations to the Commission. 


Stricter Regulations . . . Pro and Con 


When the leasing committee started its work a bitter 
division of opinion in the industry itself became imme- 
diately apparent. Many carriers felt that the only cure 
was complete abolition of the trip-lease—a contract un- 
der which an owner-operator hauls one load for a car- 
rier, and then is released to go where he wills. 

Established carriers who own and operate their own 
equipment also objected to the “percentage of revenue” 
rentals. They pointed out that a carrier who always keeps 
30 per cent of his revenue, without reference to line-haul 
costs, could find “gypsies,” private carriers and exempt 
commodity haulers who were willing to take return loads 
on a less-than-cost basis. 

However, majority opinion on the ATA leasing 
committee held that complete prohibition of these 
practices was not necessary to restore order. They 
recommended a detailed set of regulations which, 
in their opinion, would remove the evils without 
destroying the method of doing business. Both 


How Far Can the Commission ( 


At the conclusion of the hearings, the Examiner issued 
a report recommending adoption of the strict regulations 
advocated by the Commission personnel, the railroads, 
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sides of the argument were presented by industry repre 
sentatives at lengthy hearings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which filled up 4000 pages of record. 
and included 169 exhibits. 

The railroads appeared and favored the strictest regu- 
lation for motor carriers generally, although they sought 
(and received from the Commission) complete exemp- 
tion from similar regulation on railroad-controlled truck 
operations. 

The Teamsters Union appeared and argued at length 
in favor of complete abolition of all leasing from owner 
operators, whether trip-lease, long-term, or anything else. 

Agricultural and shipping interests opposed any re- 
sirictive regulation. Their theory was that service would 
be damaged, private carriers prevented from leasing 
their equipment to authorized carriers for return hauls, 
and the agricultural exemption would be destroyed be 
cause exempt haulers would no longer be able to get re- 
turn loads.

Topay handling and control of replacement parts 
in a fleet shop is a serious problem. Investment in 
parts is high and comments indicate that if the stock 
room is neglected losses can be significant. 

Most operators have placed the responsibility for 
handling parts supply on authorized personnel only. 
About 267 fleets permit any of the shop personnel 
to withdraw parts. This is easy to understand be- 


cause in small fleets withdrawals are easy to check. 


Of a total of 790 fleets participating in the survey, 
185 record parts withdrawals by description and 
part number. In addition to the annual inventory 
there is a spot check, with monthly intervals the 
most popular with 167 fleets. 

Among those fleets that do not stock replacement 
parts we find the following explanations: 

Some do no maintenance in their own shops. 

Others are located next door or in the immediate 
vicinity of a parts supply house. 

Other fleets are so scattered that they can have no 
centralized shop. 

Several operators commented that they have been 
fairly loose in handling parts. They add that they 
have seen the light and are about to reform. Involved 


in the survey were 146.806 vehicles. END

Highlight ATA Meeting 


THE FIRST PUBLIC DISCUSSION of the proposed new ICC 
safety regulations stole the show at the ATA Spring 
Meeting in Columbus, Ohio, May 12 to 16. 

Regular sessions of the Council of Safety Super- 
visors, Equipment and Maintenance Council, and Ter- 
minal Operations Council took up most of the five-day 
meeting—-but the appearance of Ernest G. Cox, chief, 
Section of Safety, ICC Bureau of Motor Carriers, drew 
a large crowd of representatives from all three groups. 
So keen was the interest in the new regulations that 
Cox scheduled a special evening discussion period dur- 
ing which he answered questions from the floor. 


A Help, Not Hindrance ¢ Cox told the group that 
the new regulations were intended to be a help to the 
industry and not a hindrance. Questions from the floor 
were all aimed at getting a further explanation of some 
of the rules. There were no outward expressions of 
either approval or disapproval during the discussion. 

Cox reviewed the new laws as they apply to drivers. 
He pointed out that anyone now qualified to drive 
under present regulations could continue to do so 
until 1954, but after that date they will have to meet 
the new requirements. Changes in requirements are all 
aimed at tightening up the present laws. Eyesight will 
have to be 20/40 in each eye; hearing, 10/20; and 
after January 1, 1954, medical examinations will be 
required every 36 months. 


Up To Driver e The new regulations also put compli- 
ance directly up to the driver in all cases that directly 
concerns them. Under present rules the employer is 
held responsible for their enforcement. Employers, how- 
ever, will be required to take into account previous 
accidents and violations of law before hiring a driver 

and to maintain a complete and accurate record on 
the driver during the term of his employment.

48-for-44 or Fight 


e Shorter week, same pay. That's the big issue in truck 


g 
ing labor relations today. At least it has the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board in a stew. 

More pay for less work is a wage increase. So it needs 
WSB’s okay. 

With the 40-hour week a government policy in non- 
transportation industries, it could be anticipated that 
WSB would make some concessions toward a reduction 
in working hours at a minimum cost to the workers. But 
would it go all the way? 

\ few years ago, the Leiserson Presidential Emergency 
Board recommended a 40-hour week for non-operating 
railroad workers. But it gave a compensating increase 
of only seven cents an hour, so that the workers suffered 
some loss in income for the shorter hours. 

This issue came up in a dispute between the Milwau- 
kee Cartage Exchange and Teamster Local 200. The 
union wanted a wage increase, plus shorter weekly 
hours, with no loss in takehome pay. The Cartage folk 
agreed to a 16-cent wage increase under WSB’s cost-of 
living formula. But they let the reduced workweek de- 
mand go to arbitration. The arbitrator gave the union a 
14-hour week with another 16-cent increase. This needed 
WSB’s approval. 

WSB wouldn't approve all of the increase. It went 
only half way, approving only eight cents an hour. This 
provoked a strike of Milwaukee teamsters in mid-April. 
[t continued until early May, when WSB agreed to re- 
consider its decision. . 

WSB officials said they would examine the Milwaukee 
and other trucking cases involving reduced workweek 
and try to come up with policy rules to cover these and 
future cases. 

Whatever WSB decides, you can be sure of this: The 
teamsters will intensify their drive for shorter hours. 


“Case Closed” 


e For 91 of the 103 midwest trucking companies seized 
by President Roosevelt in 1944, years of legal proceed- 
ings over compensation came to a sudden end last month. 
The Dept. of Justice settled some $50 million in claims 
filed by these truckers for $8.5 million. The 91 cases 
were marked “closed.” 

In the settlement, the government says it is saving 
about one-third, or $4.5 million. These companies would 
have been entitled to about $13 million under the formu- 
la being used by the Motor Carrier Claims Commission 
for computing “just compensation” under the Fifth 
Amendment. 

When the settlement came, the commission—set up in 
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McGRAW-HILL 
WASHINGTON BUREAU 


1948 by Congress to handle claims growing from the 
wartime trucking seizure-—had made awards to 17 com- 
panies totaling $2,233,275, plus interest at 4 percent. 

Fifteen of these companies are among the 91 involved 
in the settlement, so that their awards will be reduced 
about one-third, too. They were willing to accept this to 
get a quick settlement without further litigation. 

Of the 12 seized companies not in the settlement. 
five did not file claims. One case already was closed. 
That was the first case—R-B Freight Lines, Inc., of 
Aberdeen. Md. The award to this firm of $121,860 in 
compensation was carried by the government to the 
Supreme Court, which refused to review the decision 
last February. The other six claims remain to be settled 
or decided by the commission. 

The trucking seizure was similar to the situation in 
steel this year. Roosevelt seized the trucking lines to 
put into effect a 7-cent wage increase ordered by the 
National War Labor Board but rejected by the com 
panies. President Truman was about to give men in the 
seized steel industry wage increases recommended by 
his Wage Stabilization Board when the Supreme Court 
intervened. There was this difference: Roosevelt seized 
under the Smith-Connally act. Truman had no seizure 


law, relied on “inherent” powers. 


Seizure Law 
e Congress saw in the midwest trucking settlements 
how costly seizure can be to the government. If congress 
passes a seizure law, it will likely say how “just com- 
pensation” —required by the constitution—should be 
determined. In the trucking cases, the commission used 
“fair rental” value of the seized property as_ the 
yardstick. 

Sen. Morse has proposed that two points be considered 
in fixing compensation: 

(1) The willingness of each side to accept govern- 
ment recommendations for settling their dispute. 

(2) The value of the property in view of the threat- 
ened strike. 

Any income in excess of the compensation due the 
owners would go into the U.S. Treasury. 


WSB To Lose Disputes Role 


e It's a good bet that the Wage Stabilization Board 
will be restored to its original status—controlling 
wages. Criticism over the disputes-settling functions 
given WSB by Truman more than a year ago increased 
after the board’s steel decision. Sentiment in Congress 
is heavily in favor of denying WSB any authority in 
labor disputes. END

Two Types of Wrapping Material 








> Foamed Rubber Material used as wrapping can be 
adapted to many types of breakable articles suc h as tele 
vision tubes and optical instruments. Here’s a meteoro- 
logical instrument packed for the Canadian weather bu- 
reau, which reports a sizable decrease in breakage with 
the new wrapping. Secret of the safe arrival is to float 
the instrument between several small pads of Airfoam 
but to have the Airfoam touching only at five or six 
points. This provides the double protection of ¢ ushioning 
with room for movement.

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That was more time, says Foreman Paul Goldstone, than 
it usually took for actually loading the truck. 

With the hydraulic adjustable loading ramp no help- 
ers are needed. Adjustment to any truck bed level is ac- 
complished by pushing a lever—which takes less than 
a minute. 

This company has also found that the hydraulic ramp 
has eliminated one type of accident. Because the weight 
of sheet metal is so concentrated, they had to use a 600 
lb plate ramp for loading.

Another big advantage is that trucks are no longer 
kept waiting, and consequently no more orders are can 
celed because of delays in delivery. Now, as soon as a

The man-hour savings on each load may be small, says 
Foreman Goldstone, but they all add up at the end of a 
day, a week, a month—or a year. 


> Cushion-type Wrapping for large or oddly shaped 
parts or products protects against in-transit and storage 
damage.

The 
wire services filed thousands of 
words of copy on the fact that the 
test was “proof” that “big trucks” 


are “destroying” the nation’s high- 
ways. Those were words that made 
for good headlines. The city edi- 
tors snatched at them eagerly 

Last month, the facts were be- 
ginning to come in and they made 
some of the city editors look bad 
The “first” story had been any- 
thing but “right.” 


Official Findings « Engineers of 
the Highway Research Board, after 
taking a long look at the test re- 
sults, issued a report on what they 
term “Road Test One-MD.” Major 
factors in slab cracking on the test 
road, the report brought out, were 
(1) poor quality subsurface soils 
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and (2) less than normal mainte- 
nance of the pavements. These are 
factors which admittedly rate low 
in headline value 

Soil test made after the test 
was completed, the engineers said 
showed poor quality of the foun- 
dation. The report also pointed 
out that a decision had been made 
before the test began not to main- 
tain the pavement so that varying 
axle loads would produce visible 


damage 


The Soil e Admitting that fine- 
grained soils offering unsuitable 
basis for the pavement “formed 
the predominant support of all 
four test lanes,”’ the engineers said 
the areas of such clay-type soils 
were from 65 to 86 percent of 
the totals under various sections 
It was found, they said, that even 
higher loads than the 18,000 to 
44.800 pounds used in testing did 
not produce damaging stresses 
when run over pavement sections 
were supported by proper, granu- 
lar sub-bases 


The Maintenance e “It was spe- 
cifically agreed by the participa- 
ting agencies,” the report assert- 
ed, that the maintenance work 
would not include undersealing to 
correct for pumping. This proced- 
ure it was said, would in many 
cases produce additional cracks 
which would have made it impos- 
sible to use the previously men- 
tioned criterion of progresive 
cracking versus number of test 
load applications as a measure of 
relative behavior of the various 
sections 

‘Also it was felt,” the report 
continued, “that if undersealing 
was completely effective in pre- 
venting cracks due to the applied 
loads, there would be no visible 
basis for evaluating the effect of 
the varying loads.” Such under- 
sealing is now a standard mainte- 
nance procedure in highway care

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Of Need for Better Roads 


e An increasing interest in high- 
way finance and related road 
problems is evidenced by the crea- 
tion of special legislative highway 
study committees in at least five 
states. According to a survey by 
the National Highway Users Con- 
ference, the committees are re- 
quired to file their reports at or 
before the next general session of 
the legislature. 

A new Joint Fact-Finding Com- 
mittee consisting of 7 Senators and 
7 Representatives is provided by a 
California resolution. The com- 
mittee is charged with the duty of 
studying and analyzing all facts 
pertaining to the cost of correct- 
ing the most urgent deficiencies 
on the State Highway system and 
on major highways in metropoli- 
tan areas. The committee is 
authorized to appoint an advisory 
council consisting of representa- 
tives of major state-wide public 
and private agencies and organi- 
zations having a primary interest 
in streets and highways 

The New Jersey legislature 
adopted a joint resolution creating 
a highway study commission to 
be made up of 3 Senators, 3 Rep- 
resentatives and 3 members to be 
named by the Governor from the 
State at large. The commission is 
empowered to study the State 
highway system, particularly as to 
future policy. 

The New York legislature ap- 


proved a bill to create a temporary 
highway finance planning commis- 
sion consisting of 3 Senators, 3 
Representatives and 7 citizens. The 
commission shall formulate a com- 
prehensive, long-range plan for 
financing the rehabilitation, im- 
provement and development of the 
highway system. Three resolutions 
were adopted providing for study 
of traffic violations, uniform laws 
and highway revenues. 

A resolution adapted in Virginia 
creates a 9-member commission to 
study the problem of maximum 
weights on the highways, equitable 
distribution of secondary highway 
funds, and whether ti ucks are pay- 
ing their fair share for highway 
facilities and of the cost of gen- 
eral government. 

A pending proposal in Michigan 
would require the State Highway 
Commission to submit to the Leg- 
islature before the convening of 
each annual session, the numerical 
highway needs based on scientific 
surveys, construction to be carried 
out in accordance therewith as 
revenues become available. 

A resolution adopted in Georgia 
creates a Legislative Committee to 
study the administrative procedure 
and types of registration and taxes 
on motor vehicles used in other 
states. A Maryland resolution for 
a highway study committee died 
upon adjournment of the legisla- 
ture

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PIE Gives Up Hope 
Of Keeshin Merger 


e A. K. Humphries, president of 
Pacific Intermountain Express Co., 
says his company has abandoned 
attempts to acquire the Keeshin 
Freight Lines system, and that the 
Keeshin notes may be sold to an- 
other group. 

In his annual report to stock- 
holders, President Humphries 
pointed out that P-I-E business 


increased 20% in 1951 over the 
previous year, reaching a total of 
678,060,576 lbs. Other gains were 
noted in miles travelled by line 
haul equipment—up 27% to 41,- 
029,913; ton miles of freight—up 
21% to 543,192,051; revenues—up 
22% to $20,050,446. 

Consolidated net income for the 
year was $1,252,633, giving hold- 
ers of common stock $4.49 per 
share, compared to $6.12 in 1951. 
Decline in dividends was blamed 
on higher income taxes, write-offs 
in expansion of the fleet, higher 
wages and cost of supplies.

the manpower to enforce strict compliance—but, he 
said, “if you want a good safety program. follow these 
egulations.” 

Many of the changes in the equipment rules will 
apply only to new vehicles purchased after June 20. 
1953, and in almost all cases. Resnick said. vehicles 
will come through from the manufacturers correctly 
equipped. For the largest part, ICC has adopted the 
SAE standards for lights. reflectors and similar safety 
items. 

If there is no postponement, the rules will go into 
effect July Ist of this year. After that time all vehicles 
will be required to have two windshield wipers and 
two rear view mirrors. Other changes involve coupling 
devices and carrving of tire chains and _ heating 


equipment. 


Anti-Speed Campaign ¢ The Spring Meeting was 
used as the jump-off spot for a national anti-speed 
campaign along the lines of last year’s tailgating pro- 
gram.

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Portable Scale 
Use Debated 


e Orders by State Police officials 
that weighing crews must use not 
two, but four, portable scales in 
weighing the tandem axles of 
trucks suspected of overloading, 
were viewed by a trucking indus- 
try spokesman today as “a com- 
mentary upon the basic inade- 
quacy of portable weighing ma- 
chines for this purpose.” 

Edward Gogolin, vice-president 
and general manager of the Penn- 
sylvania Motor Truck Association, 
made the statement in reminding 
Association members that any ef- 
forts to fine carriers for alleged 
overweight detected by the use of 
less than four portable scales to a 
a tandem axle should be ques- 
tioned by the carrier. 

“Anyone who has studied high 
school physics realizes that no 
scale can weigh accurately unless 
it is on an absolutely level sur- 
face,” Gogolin said. “Platform 
scales, which are presumably 
checked with some regularity, and 
adjusted to fine tolerance will often 
give different weights for the same 
vehicle when it is driven onto the 
platform from different directions. 
If it is a delicate job to get accu- 
racy on these firmly based and 
well built scales, how accurate can 
you get on a portable machine?” 

“The Pennsylvania Motor Truck 
Association stands for law observ- 
ance,”’ Gogolin said, “but the silly 
situation that obtains when a truck 
legally loaded in Portland, Oregon 
with 60,000 pounds gross weight 
can run ‘legal’ all the way to the 
Pennsylvania line at Erie County, 
and then be forced to run the 
gamut of six sets of scales in the 
43 miles of highway across that 
county makes a sort of Keystone 
comedy out of law compliance.”

More help means more control and red tape, Cham- 


ber of Commerce official says at National Highway 


Transportation Congress meeting. 


e Those who ask for a marked 
increase in federal aid to highways 
are asking for more federal con- 
trol and red tape, Harold F. Ham- 
mond, manager of the Transporta- 
tion Department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
told the Fourth National Highway 
Transportation Congress meeting 
He stressed that the Chamber is 
well aware of the need for mod- 
ernization of the country’s high- 
ways 

As a charter member of the na- 
tional Project-Adequate Roads 
Committee, Hammond said _ the 
Chamber is actively encouraging 
highway improvement. He assert- 
ed that the Chamber believes this 
could be done better and with no 
adverse effect primarily through 
state and local rather than federal 
channels. Hammond declared that 
the more that states 


are encour- 


aged to lean on the federal gov- 
ernment the more Washington 
will dominate state highway 
projects 

“The trend toward federal dom- 
ination in highway development 
is unmistakably marked,” he said, 
such things as the repeated 
proposals for federal control of 
and weights of motor ve- 
hicles, supposedly necessary to 
protect the federal-aid investment 
in highways. The Public Works 
Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives is recommending, as 
part of the new Federal-aid High- 
way Act, that the federal govern- 
ment take over the direction and 
financing of traffic safety activities 
which have been carried on by 
the President’s Highway Safety 
Conference and which, up until 
now, have been entirely 
paid for and operated by private

federal-aid program, we are faced 
with an unparalleled need to cut 
federal spending. Those who con- 
tinue to press for sharp increases 
in federal spending for roads close 
their eyes to the price we are pay- 
ing for bigger and bigger govern- 
ment. Our dollar is in far worse 
shape today than any of our roads 
and let’s not forget that federal 
deficit spending has brought this 
dollar condition about to a large 
degree,’ Hammond said 

“The country will never get it- 
self out of the current highway 
muddle through federal aid, but 
the solution to our highway diffi- 
culties through state and _ local 
initiative will be slow if not 
possible of attainment until an 
equitable financing plan is worked 
out. And I believe that this can 
come about only through a com- 
prehensive study, on a national 
scale, financed and directed by 
those who are most directly con- 
cerned with the condition and use 
of our roads,” he said

It is to be hoped that the managements 
of the steel industry will resolutely resist 
the efforts of the national Wage Stabili- 
zation Board to force them to establish 
the union shop in their plants. In essence, 
the union shop means compulsory union 
membership. 


They should resist not because of any fi- 
nancial advantage to the owners of the indus- 
try. There would be none. They should resist 
out of a decent regard for those ideals of 
our country which we are now fighting in 
Korea to protect. Moreover, their resistance 
would, as a matter of fact, benefit the leaders 
of the organized steel workers by protecting 
them from the certain and bitter fruits of 
their “victory” in getting the government to 
impose the union shop on the steel industry. 
Their successful resistance would also pre- 
vent Premier Stalin and his co-workers from 
enjoying a hearty laugh at our expense. 


Fun for the Russians 

This is why the Politburo would find the 
establishment of the union shop in the steel 
industry, at the behest of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board, so profoundly amusing. We are 
fighting in Korea because we believe that 
armed aggression, promoted by Russia, men- 
aces our freedom. And we are spending hun- 


dreds of billions of dollars here at home for 
armament to protect our freedom at other 
danger points. When this rearmament pro- 
gram is threatened by a crippling strike, the 
federal government through its Wage Stabili- 
zation Board proposes to buy off the threat 
by plowing under a vital element of that free- 
dom which we are trying so desperately to 
preserve. 

When the union shop is adopted through 
voluntary agreement, as it has been in cases 
covering millions of workers, it deeply under- 
cuts the freedom of the individual. To hold 
his job he is required to join the union and 
support it financially whether he wants to or 
not. In the case of such voluntary agreement, 
however, the government takes no direct 
part in thus destroying the freedom of its 
citizens. It is essentially a private transaction. 


Tyranny is the Word 

But in the steel case the federal government 
becomes a party to a direct attempt to im- 
pose the union shop. Instead of protecting its 
citizens in their right to earn a livelihood, the 
government forces certain of them to join and 
support a private organization which they 
have clearly indicated they do not want to 
join. This they must do to hold their jobs. 
Tyranny is the accepted designation of gov- 
ernment coercion of this kind. 

It may be objected that the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board merely recommends the union 
shop, does not order it. This was also true of 
the action recently taken by a President’s 
Emergency Board, which also “recommend- 
ed” that working agreements between the 
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railroads and about a million non-operating 
railroad employees include a provision for 
the union shop. A government recommenda- 
tion, however, can easily be given much of 
the force of an order, particularly by the call- 
ing of a strike to “uphold the hand of the 
government.” 

It seems entirely clear that in trying to 
impose the union shop on the steel industry 
the Wage Stabilization Board has completely 
lost its bearings. It was set up to handle labor 
problems to tide over an emergency. Now it 
comes up with a revolutionary modification 
of labor relations in the steel industry which, 
if adopted, would become a permanent part 
of the institutional machinery of the industry. 


“Too Much Like Hitler’ 

Early in World War II an effort was made 
to have the federal government order the 
union shop for a group of organized coal min- 
ers. President Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
will go down in history as one of organized 
labor’s greatest champions, blocked it. 
“That,” he said, “would be too much like the 
Hitler methods toward labor.” But now, with 
supreme irony, the federal government fos- 
ters this Hitlerlike method toward labor os- 
tensibly to advance our conflict with Stalin. 

In persuading the Wage Stabilization Board 
to sponsor the union shop for steel workers, 
there is every reason to believe that the union 
leaders have trapped themselves. If the gov- 
ernment imposes the union shop, a next step 
clearly becomes necessary. This is govern- 
ment regulation of the union in order to pro- 
vide a modicum of protection for the minority 
that would be forced by the government to 
join against their will. It could be that for a 
time the government would ignore this obli- 
gation. But, having granted the union the 
power to eliminate the minority, it would 
sooner or later be forced to regulate the use 
of that power. Thus free collective bargain- 
ing and freedom itself would be the losers. 


An Issue of Basic Principle 

Resistance to a government-sponsored 
union shop for the steel industry is bound to 
bring harsh denunciation both from the ad- 
ministration and union leaders who have 
teamed to back it. Not only does the union 
shop relieve the union leaders of the problem 
of recruiting members, it also eliminates a 
group of workers that they stigmatize as “free 
riders’ —namely, those who work for compa- 
nies which have a working agreement with a 
union but do not join the union. In the basic 
steel industry about 10 per cent of those who 
work for companies with union agreements 
are not members of the union. Such a small 
percentage of non-members is obviously no 
threat to the “security” of the union, although 
that is what the drive for the union shop 
ostensibly is designed to protect. 

In the reporting of the present labor dis- 
pute in the steel industry virtually all of the 
attention has been focussed on the handling 
of the issue of a wage increase and how large 
it should be. This, to be sure, is vitally impor- 
tant. Mobilization Director Wilson has said 
it is “a serious threat to our year-old effort 
to stabilize the economy.” But certainly of 
comparable importance is the tremendous is- 
sue of principle raised by the government’s 
backing of the union shop for the steel 
industry. 


If the position of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board on the union shop prevails, 
our government will have blunted the 
arms we are forging to fight for our free- 
dom abroad by undermining a major 
bulwark of our freedom right here at 
home. At this critical time in the struggle 
to preserve and protect our freedom such 
a subversive course should be resisted to 
the limit.

Ton-mile ‘More Bureaucracy 


Kansas mileage tax criticized for ‘eating up’ 25 per- 
cent of the money it yields for administrative ex- 


penses. 


e Charging that taxes against mo- 
tor carriers based on ton-miles 
operated are inequitable and un- 
fair, Walter F. Mullady, president 
of the American Trucking Associ- 
ations, Inc., declared the cost of 
administering Kansas’ ton-mile tax 
“has eaten up slightly more than 
25 per cent of the tax yield.” 

“That, to me, sounds more like 
a bureaucrat’s dream than a rev- 
enue-raising measure,” he said. 

Mullady, who also is president 
of Decatur Cartage Compay, Chi- 
cago, appeared as principal speak- 
er at the spring conference of the 
Kansas Motor Carriers Association 
at the Allis Hotel here. 

He pointed out that special high- 
way use taxes against the truck- 
ing industry, “like all taxes, are 
paid by the cutomer” and said the 
‘anti-truck people are only trying 
to fool the public when they 
blandly talk about taxing the 
trucks.” 

“Of course,”’ he added, “I don’t 
have to talk to you people of Kan- 
sas about the evils of the ton-mile 
tax. You've been living with it- 
or at least trying to—since 1937.” 

Declaring that more than 25 
per cent of the tax yield goes for 
administrative expense, he said: 

“Even though only 75 cents out 
of every dollar have gone into the 
Kansas Highway Fund, the cus- 
tomer of freight service has paid 
the full dollar. And let there be 
no doubt about who the customer 
is—it is the person who buys the 
finished product in the _ retail 
store.” 


Quotes Editorial 


Mullady quoted an_ editorial 
from the New Brunswick, N. J., 
Daily Home News denouncing a 
proposed ton-mile tax in _ that 
state and declaring the present tax 
system on trucks and automobiles 
“provides the framework for 
whatever taxation the Legislature 
feels it must get from this source.” 

“Graduated registration fees 
take into account the weight fac- 
tor of trucks, it continued. “The 
gasoline tax takes into account the 
total amount of road usage. These 
two rates can be raised or lowered 
at will by the Legislature, without 


requiring the expenditure of a 
fortune to set up and maintain an 
additional taxing system to obtain 
moneys from the same source.” 

Turning to “all the loose talk 
floating around” about trucks be- 
ing subsidized and “enjoying a free 
ride,” Mullady said trucks made 
up 23.2 per cent of all motor ve- 
hicles in Kansas but in 1950 they 
paid $13,884,000 in registration 
fees and gasoline taxes, or 36.5 pe! 
cent of the state’s revenue from 
those taxes. In addition, they paid 
$2,788,000 in Kansas ton-mile tax- 
es, for a _ total assessment of 
$16,672,000, or 40.9 per cent of 
total highway-user taxes 

“The public,” he said, “might 
have a better understanding of 
what that amounts to if it knew 
it represented 77 per cent of Kan- 
sas’ expenditure for new state- 
administered roads in 1950. Or 
that it was nearly twice as much 
as was spent to repair and main- 
tain the state highways.” 

Mullady said the Kansas truck- 
ing industry also paid $6,879,000 
in Federal motor vehicle excise 
taxes, plus all the usual business, 
income and property taxes paid 
by all business

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Oregon Trucks Win 
In Rate Battle 


e Oregon truck operators scored a 
preliminary victory in their fight 
to require railroads to raise rates 
on intrastate shipments when 
Judge Rex Kimmell in District 
Court at Salem denied a writ of 
prohibition which would have pre- 
vented the Public Utilities Com- 
mission from _ considering’ the 
truckers’ petition 

The decision rejected the rail- 
roads’ contention that the commis- 
sion does not have the power to set 
minimum rates, but only max- 
imum tariffs. The railroads were 
expected to appeal to the State 
Supreme Court 

Primarily involved in the dispute 
are rates fixed by the railroads for 
bulk petroleum hauling, which 
truckers claim are too low and 
noncompensatory 

Judge Kimmell ruled that the 
writ of prohibition, a common law 
practice rather than statuary, is 
an available remedy in Oregon, 
and that the present case was a 
proper one for such a writ, as the 
railroads did not have an adequate 
remedy at law. However, he over- 
ruled the contention that the 
truckers were not the proper par- 
ties to complain since they were 
not users of the railroad service 


Delaware to Build 
Wilmington Bridge 


Proposals for the construction 
f one of two limited-access dual 
highways leading to the south 
approach highway to the new 
$44,000,000 Delaware Memorial 
sridge near Wilmington are under

in business and on new employment techniques. Vari- 
ous new techniques were suggested, including analysis of 
application blanks by a psychologist, scientific testing 
procedures, and the use of standardized interview 
blanks to help take personal prejudice out of the 


pre cess. 


Maintenance And Equipment 


L. E. Kassebaum, Consolidated Freightways, was 
elected new chairman at the Equipment and Mainte- 
nance Council meeting. The group moved into the 
final stages of issuing an ATA Emergency Safety Hitch 
for Full Trailers. The only point remaining to be ironed 
out was whether the chain can be fastened to a bracket 
attached to the frame of the towing vehicle but not 
looped through moving parts of the pintle hook. 


Plagued By Stickers ¢ Seeking a solution to the prob- 
lem of signs and stickers required by law, the council 
took the first step in seeking a solution. A joint study 
with the American Association of Motor Vehicles Ad- 
ministrators was scheduled by the operators—who com- 
plained that there is no place left to put additional 
signs and stickers. 

The council also undertook a project to study the 
possible standardization of door signs for leased vehicles 
before this becomes an acute problem. 


Noise A Problem e Exhaust noise, still as troublesome 
as ever, also got council attention and the group is 
flirting with the idea of underwriting the cost of some 
fundamental research at Armour Institute. 


Truck Selection ¢ In a panel session on truck selection, 
Emil P. Gohn. Atlantic Refining Company, interpreted 
the data compiled by the SAE in its truck selection re- 
port. E. B. Ogden, Consolidated Freightways, said that 
no matter how incontrovertible any mathematical data 
might be, the operator had to decide what he wanted to 
do with his equipment. N. L. Parks, Dixie Highway 
Express, had the simplest method. He takes topographi- 
cal maps of his routes and tells the manufacturer he 
must have trucks to cover the routes at a given speed. 


Round Table e An informal discussion on mainte 
nance brought out that an LP-Gas engine could be 
operated 20,000 miles without an oil change. However. 
in a talk on valves. Norman Hoertz, Thompson Prod- 
ucts, indicated that LP-Gas economics is not all gravy. 
Valve and seat erosion is rapid on this type of engine, 
he pointed out. 


Safety Council 


Meetings of the Safety Council were by far the best 
attended at the session and lively question-and-answetr 
periods after each speaker were evidence of the interest 
of safety directors in each other’s programs.

ions from four western 
meeting at Salem, Ore., mapped 
plans for a campaign against state 
legislation detrimental to the 
trucking industry 

Main purpose of the meeting, 
at which Oregon, Washington, 
California and Idaho were repre- 
sented, was to consider means for 
defeating anti-truck legislation 
as it particularly affects the log 
trucking industry in Oregon, 
where voters at the November

Ward Graham, member of the 
policy committee of the Western 
Conference of Teamsters, called 
the meeting. He reported that the 
organization of owner-operator 
log trucks in Oregon, working 
with the Oregon Highway Coun- 
cil, is prepared to wage an all-out 
battle against the discriminatory 
legislation aimed at the trucking 
industry in Oregon.

Selective Rate Cutting Hit 


Idol says rails have ignored their pledge by not ap- 


plying authorized rate increase across the board. 


e The nation’s railroads were 
claimed to be specifically omitting 
some rates under the government- 
approved 15 per cent rate increase 
“despite their unqualified pledge to 
apply any increase granted across- 
the-board without exception.” 

In a letter to E. H. Burgess, chief 
counsel for the railroads in the 
rate-increase case, Edgar S. Idol, 
general counsel for the American 
Trucking Associations, Inc., noted 
his association had urged the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
require “that no exceptions be 
permitted in establishing the ap- 
proved increases.” 

The purpose, he said, was to 
“prevent the railroads from in- 
dulging in selective rate cutting by 
the simple procedure of elimi- 
nating the application of the gen- 
eral increase on particular seg- 
ments of their traffic.” His own 
discussion with several commis- 
sioners, he said, “clearly indicates 
that the Commission relied on the 
railroads’ unequivocal premise to 
apply the full amount of any gen- 
eral increase granted to all of their 
traffic.” 

“Despite the unqualified pledge 
to apply any increase granted in 
Ex Parte 175 across-the-board 
without exception,” Idol declared, 
“we now find that the railroads 
have specifically provided for non- 
application of the increase to nu- 
merous basic rates on petroleum 
and its products, as noted in Ap- 
pendix B attached hereto. We have 
made no check, and are not pres- 
ently informed, as to whether like 
exceptions have been made on 
other competitive traffic.” 


Seek Advice 

“In order to obviate, if possible, 
the necessity of taking remedial 
action, we would appreciate your 
advice as to whether the failure 
to apply the increases authorized 
in the instances cited was due to 
an oversight or error in tariff pub- 
lication and, if so, what corrective 
action the railroads propose.” 

The American Trucking Associ- 
entered the rate-increase 
case originally because of its con- 
tention that the railroads could 
use the 15 per cent increase as a 
selective rate-cutting device on 
highly competitive commodities, 
such as petroleum products, sim- 


ations 


ply by failing to apply the in- 
crease to these commodities. This, 
in effect, would constitute rate 
cutting without prior ICC ap- 
proval 

On this point, counsel for the 
railroads declared at the hearing: 

“Mr. Chairman, if there is any 
doubt about the position of the 
carriers, I would like to clarify it 
now by saying we are here seek- 
ing authority and it is our purpose 
to make use of their authority and 
publish all the rates that are al- 
lowed in this, proceeding.” 

Idol had pointed out to the Com- 
mission that the railroads’ state- 
ment of intention was in no way 
binding upon them “if between the 
time the statement is made and 
the time the increases are to be 
published, they change their mind 
in the matter.” If the Commission 
required that the increases be ac- 
cepted as a whole, he added, then 
future proposed reductions would 
follow normal procedure in such 
cases before the ICC. 

Commissioner Aitchison asked: 
“Do you think there is any neces- 
sity to make the order when we 
have the assurance on this rec- 
ord : os 


“Yes, sir, I do,” Idol replied 


Court Rules 
Against Company 


e Retailers cannot be compelled 
to buy exclusively from one man- 
ufacturer. This philosophy has 
been repeated and underlined in 
a new Supreme Court order 

In less than 50 words, the court 
said agreements compelling 3,000 
filling station operators to buy 
only Richfield gas and other prod- 
ucts violate the Clayton Anti- 
Trust Act. The case raised the 
same issues decided in the 1949 
Standard Oil Case. That decision, 
written by Justice Frankfurter, 
outlawed exclusive-dealing con- 
tracts Standard Oil of Cal. had 
with some 6,000 dealers. Richfield 
of Los Angeles claimed many of 
the 3,000 dealers actually were 
employees of the company and so 
purchases could be restricted to 
company products.

For the most part the men were interested in methods 
of making their programs work. Richard Olson, Dan 
Dugan Oil Transport Co., suggested that the only real 
way of improving a safety record is through a driver- 
training program. 


“WE WANT TO HELP,” says Ernest 
Cox, chief of the ICC Section of 
Safety, as he holds federal rule book 
in hand. Cox discussed proposed 
changes in regulations with audience 
in question and answer fashion. 


“You can’t pay a man to drive safely,” said Olson. 
“He'll try to do that for you free of charge, because 
he doesn’t want to get killed. But you've got to shou 
him how to drive safely.” 

John L. Tormey, Roadway Express, spoke on the 
“Hidden Costs of Accidents” and emphasized that these 
costs, many times not directly associated by manage- 
ment with an accident. are so tremendous as to more 
than justify the expenditure necessary for a good safety 
program. 


New Chairman e Beeman Carrell. Red Ball Motor 
Freight, was elected new chairman of the Safety Coun- 
cil at its business session. During this session the group 
heard the 1951 Tailgating Program lauded as an out- 
standing success and took initial steps for the launching 
of the anti-speed drive. The council decided that it 
would invite the general public to join in this year’s 
anti-speed campaign as a means of “helping to reduce 
the terrible summer months’ death toll on the nation’s 
highways.” 


Terminal Operations Council 


For the most part, the Terminal Operations Council 
gave its attention to ways of preventing unnecessary 
financial loss through careless handling of freight and 
other poor practices that result in a high claim ratio. 

J. R. Mathews set the tenor of the council session 
when he asserted, “If you are claim-prevention con- 
scious then those working under your supervision will

share the same view.” Mathews reviewed all the com- 
mon causes for loss and damage claims and said that 
keeping dock workers familiar with these shortcomings 
is one way of guarding against them. 

Organization is the key word in efficient operation, 
James O. Toler of Southern Express told the council. 
He reviewed the necessary qualifications of the men 
on whom a company must depend for its terminal 
operation and said that having the properly qualified 
men, properly organized and understanding their own 
responsibilities, is the best way to make your terminal 
operation a smooth one. 

H. W. Nieman, Silver Fleet Motor Express, pointed 
out that a balanced operation can make the difference 
between profit and loss, and that by careful scheduling 
and planning it is possible to cut down on many of 
the deadhead and otherwise unprofitable trips. 

Martin L. Moore, Roadway Express, was elected new 
chairman of the Terminal Council for the coming year.

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Where Do We Stand On Leasing Today?... 


sued an order adopting the milder regulations proposed 
by the ATA leasing committee. 

However, the full Commission reconsidered the case, 
heard lengthy oral argument, and finally re-adopted in 
substance, the Examiner's report and recommendations. 

The Commission’s order was issued in May and was 
set to become effective August 1, 1951. Immediate ap- 
peals were taken to four different courts,and the effective 
date of the order was postponed from time to time. It 
will not now become effective until after the Su- 
preme Court finally decides the issues. 

Principal contention of the parties opposed to the or- 
der is that the Commission has no express delegation of 
authority from Congress to regulate, let alone prohibit 
leasing, and that such authority cannot be implied from 
any statutory delegation. 

The first case decided in District Court was that filed 
in Birmingham by the American Trucking Associations, 
two other associations of carriers, and fourteen indi- 
vidual carriers. In that case. the Court upheld the Com- 
mission and an appeal was immediately taken to the Su- 
preme Court. A motion to affirm the judgment of the 
lower court was denied by the Supreme Court on April 
21, and probable jurisdiction noted. It thus becomes 
certain that the case will be argued before and decided by 
the Supreme Court.

The appellants feel that the order has much 
broader significance than any recent case involv- 
ing the powers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. They point out that the opinion of the Ala- 
bama Court concedes that there is no express delegation 
of authority to regulate leasing in the Motor Carrier Act. 
They say that if this order is upheld, there is vir- 
tually no limit to the powers which the Commis- 
sion may claim over any phase of carrier business 
and operations. They say that the proper objectives 
sought by the Commission can be attained by much less 
restrictive regulations under the safety, identification. 
and record-keeping requirements of the act. 

On the other hand, the motor carriers who own all of 
their own equipment, the railroads and the Teamsters 
Union claim the situation is so bad that drastic remedies 
are required. They urge that the broad language of Sec- 
tion 202 of the Act invests the Commission with jurisdic- 
tion over the procurement of transportation and the pro- 
vision of facilities therefor, and that no further authority 
is required to support the Commission’s order. 

The answer of the Supreme Court to these highly im- 
portant questions is awaited with intense interest by all 
parties. Whichever way it goes, it will establish an im- 
portant precedent and have a lasting effect on the motor 
carrier industry. END

The truth of the matter is that The 
Old Chisholm Trail, picturesque and 
colorful as it was, was just poor busi- 
ness. Driving cattle to market—which 
generally meant the nearest rail junc- 
tion—was tough on the animals. They 
arrived at the end of the line, tired 
and scrawny, having lost as much as 
25 per cent of their starting weight. 
Thanks to trucks, that’s become pretty 
much a thing of the past. 


How It's Done e Typical of the 
trucking companies that now special- 
ize in cattle hauling is Garibaldi Bros., 
which keeps 54 truck-trailer combina- 
tions moving cattle in 7 western states 
to feed lots and slaughter houses in 
California. 

There’s no more “trailing” cattle 
across long distances to rail terminals 
once trucks enter the picture. Gari- 
baldi units go right out on the range. 
The cattle are loaded aboard the ve- 
hicle and transported to a feed lot 
such as the S. A. Camp Co. in Shafter, 
Calif. There 11,000 cattle at a time 
go through the 90-day “quick fatten- 
ing” cycle. At the end of the 90 days, 
Garibaldi trucks pick up the cattle 
again and bring them to slaughter 
houses in Los Angeles or San Fran- 


cisco.

how they handle a rig—not because 
of their ability with cattle. 

“Driving livestock is no different 
than driving a gasoline tanker or any 
other rig, for that matter,” says Dave 
Garibaldi. That doesn’t mean a driv- 
er isn’t expected to know something 
about cattle. But he learns that while 
he’s being trained to drive a Garibaldi 
truck. 

The driver must know how to in- 
spect cattle, because ICC rules hold 
the trucker responsible for any ani- 
mals which reach market in poor con- 
dition. As a result, the driver inspects 
them as they are loaded, and if he 
spots one that is sickly he notes it on 
his billing and has the rancher sign 
a statement relieving the trucking com- 
pany of responsibility. 

Enroute, the driver must use ex- 
treme caution on curves and guard 
against sudden stops. A quick stop 
can cause cattle to fall, which means 
bruises. 


Proof of the Pudding e The best 
indication of the type of job trucks 
are doing for the cattle industry is 
furnished by statistics. In 1950, for 
example, of the total of 356,000 head 
of cattle received at the Los Angeles 
stock yards, 255,000 or 72 per cent 
came by truck. The remaining 28 per 
cent arrived by rail. Only 45 head 
were dead on arrival by truck while 
18 were dead in the rail cars, despite 
the fact that rails brought in less than 
a third of the total. 

When the three Garibaldi brothers 
started their business in 1936 each 
of them drove a truck. Today, Dave 
is company president; Victor is shop 
superintendent, and Jimmy supervises 
the terminals and field solicitors. They 
are adding 3 to 5 units to their fleet 
each year and serve 2,500 clients. It 
looks as though the youngster who 
longs to be a cowboy better spend less 
time practicing a fast draw and more 
time on a smooth shift, because in the 
future more and more cattle are going 
to be coming to market in trucks. END
